Attached is a copy of a letter sent this day to the 
three principals of Center Plaza Associates, the selected 
developer of Parcel 12. This letter has been sent pursuant to 
the Letter of Intent to Proceed on this Parcel, and formally 
advises the developers that all necessary official approvals 
of the Disposition Agreement have been obtained, and that we are 
prepared to execute the Agreement on January 9, 1964. Delivery 
of title would take place on January 20, 1964, and construction 
within fifteen days thereafter. 


The Authority has carried out all of its obligations 
in this matter to date. The developers have caused satisfactory 
plans to be prepared and have arranged for the necessary con- 
struction and permanent mortgage financing. If we are to continre 
progress, these next steps mus: be taken. 


I shall give you a further status report at the next 
Board meeting.

This is to advise you that the Land Disposition 
Agreement for Parcel 12 in the Government Center Project _ 
Area has been approved by all required federal, state, and 
local officials. Therefore, in accordance with the terms 
of your Letter of Intent to Proceed, dated January 29, 1963, 
accepted on behalf of the Authority on February 12, 1963, said 
Land Disposition Agreement must be.executed within twenty days 
of the date of this letter, that is on or before January 9, 1964. 


Although our recent negotiations have assumed 
simultaneous execution of the Land Disposition Agreement and 
delivery of title, we have inserted into the Land Disposition 
Agreement a provision for delivery of title on January 20, 1964, 
which we consider reasonable under the circumstances. Under the 
terms of the Agreement, construction is required to begin within 
fifteen days of delivery of title..
